I'm tired of fool-
ing with them and Intend .to file- com-
plaints within the next few" days and will
presentphotographs to prove these' places
are nuisances' ' x

Wolfe has filed a report with City Com-
missioner C H. Wlthnell In which he says
a certain compound being used on coal
haaeen useful In preventing smoke. He
specifies the concerns which have com-
piled with the law and' says that since
all have been given ample tlmer there
vjlll be no more delays. . ,
